Enrollment Sunny 
Is Planned Hare 

A survey of school enrollment 
at all levels from nursery, school 
through college will be conducted 
in this area by interviewers of 
the Bureau of the Census during 
the week of' Oct. 19, according, to 
Curtis T. Hill, Director, of the Bu- 
reau's regional office hi- Chicago. 

Local interviewing will bejpart 
of • a nationwide effort made an- 
nually tb : measure the Nation's 
school and -college: population. 
A similar survey in October 1963 
showed total enrollment to be 
59.9 million persons — 33.8 mil- 
lion in elementary school, 14.6 
million in secondary school. 3.3 
million In kindergarten, 860,000 in 
nursery school, and 7.4 million in 
college.. 

The survey -will be made along 
with the monthly national sur- 
vey of employment and unem- 
ployment for tho Bureau of Labor 
Statistics of the U.S. Department 
of Labor which furnishes as basic 
measure of national economic 
health. 

Information collected . In Cen- 
sus Bureau surveys can be used 
Only to determine statistical to- 
tals,' and facts about' each per* 
son and family arc kept confi- 
Idenllal-by law. '.■

On Sunday, August 1G,' 1970, the 
If, S. Navy" sank% a derelict Lib- 
erty ship iiv international waters 
off Ihe Florida .const, carrying 
with it. 12,540 concrete-encased 
rockets of nerve gas " to a depth 
of 10,000 feet, .Under air amend- 
ment to the Military Procurement 
Act, sponsored sucessfully by 
^enatoi^EharlcpPercyT)f-IllinoIs7 
-.such, ah act may not be repeated. 
The nerve " gas, produced qj* 
most 20 years ago, hod begun to 
escape from Its concrete "cofr 
fins'' and. the Army feared that 
escaping gas would endanger the 
lives or health of persons who 
might come in' contact with it. " 
The possibility of detoxifying or 
otherwise rendering the nerve 
gas harmless was mode- impossi- 
ble by the. steel and concrete 
cases in which it was contained. 
It was for this reason (hat the 
Department of the Army claimed 
thai the only available method 
for disposing • of, the nerve gas 
was to drop it to the bottom of 
the ocean. It was claimed fur- 
ther that to the extent the nerve 
gas may escape into- the ocean 
water at IG.OOO feet below ihe sur- 
face, it will be harmless to plant 
and animal life. 

This incident provoked interest 
id securing closer Congressional 
control of lethal substances pro- 
duced for chemical and biological 
warfare. Only transportation and 
testing of such agents was cover- 
ed In the law passed last year. 
The amendment now pending in 
the House of Representatives 
will prevent, "disposal" of such 
deadly agents In the ocean, or 
elsewhere, unless they have been 
detoxified previously or otherwise 
made harmless to man and his 
environment. 

The nerve gas in question caus- 
es paralysis .or. contiuous contrac- 
tion of the muscles by which we 
breathe. Other nations have pro- 
duced and stockpiled similar 
deadly weapons. '„ 

The Secretary of Defense, Mel- 
vln l«alrd, 'has given V'- firm 
pledge that all such deadly chem 
ic'al and biological agents will in 
the future be detoxified and ren- 
dered harmless prior- to their dis- 
posal. But, the new law. will ap- 
ply-both to Secretary Laird and 
his' successors. The amendment 
sponsored by Senator. Charles 
Percy received only one nega- 
tive vote in the United States Sen- 
ate The policy it expresses has 
been supported overwhelmingly, 
by this nation arid has* received 
a favorable response from the 
rest of the wor ld. .
